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On the morning of 17 April, Chinese Communist port authorities conducted 
a rigid personal seaifch of all seamen going ashore from the SS HUPEH 
at Tzuchulin (i+793/45 5^/2651) Wharf, Tientsin. The seamen were warned 
against carrying letters or any articles to inhabitants of Tientsin. 
Letters were not confiscated but seamen were instructed to leave them 
aboard ship . 
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
